The country was in the 
midst of a Civil War. The circulat- 
ing media was the most unusual to

The present day shortage of 
coins reflects the same problem of 
the 1860’s. Yet today we have 
peaceful prosperity and boom times 
not a war time economy, Still there 
is a shortage of coins today.

Is the Treasury looking for a 
Substitute for coins? If so they can 
find a history book full of ideas — 
mostly ill-fated. 


What happened in 1860 when the 
American public did not have minor 
coins to spend?

Copper-nickel Indian cents were 
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1860’s. The price of copper was 
high. To make up for the lack of a 
circulating medium, merchants, or- 
ganizations and private individuals 
issued tokens known as ‘“‘copper- 
heads.”’ 


The tokens were the same size 
as government issued cents. Many 
varieties carried a design in open 
imitation of the Indian head design. 
The reverse often carried inscrip- 
tions like ‘‘not one cent.” 


The tokens were of mixed met- 
als, frequently alloyed as brass, 
nickel, white metal, lead, zinc, tin; 

- some even struck in silver. 


They carried names of the issu- 
ing firms or people — miniture ad- 
~ vertisments. Over 20 million were 
estimated struck and circulated in 
the four year period of the Civil 
War, and represented one of the 
few periods when the people made 
their own money. 


* * OF 


Encased postage stamps was the 
proposed answer to the problem of 
a shortage of coins by John Gault 
of Boston. He placed U.S. postage 
stamps in a brass case with a mica 
cover to save the wear and tear on 
the stamps. 


He patented the idea in 1862 and 
sold advertising on the reverse in 


brass. While the stamp discs did 
circulate for a short time they were 
replaced by fractional currency. 


The first fractional currency re- 
sembled stamps more than cur- 
rency. They pictured five ten-cent 


stamps on a 50c note for example, 
and had perforations around the 
edges. 


Following issues eliminated the 
perforations and changed the de- 
sign to resemble currency more 
than stamps, but for all the innova- 
tions they failed to provide an ade- 
quate substitute for coins. 


_ Tronically, however, the United 
States still honors fractional cur- 
rency; it is still redeemable 100 
years later at full face value.

Paper money also took many 
forms a century ago. Broken bank 
notes were just about on their way 
out — replaced by ‘‘greenbacks”’ —

Imagine today if every bank in 
the country were allowed to issue 
its Own paper money! The confus- 
ion was just as hectic then. It was 
further confused by the scrip issued 
by states, cities, railroads, business 
firms, mines, and even colleges. 


Circulating United States coins 
were a rarity during the Civil War 
as the bad money drove the good 
money out of circulation—the basis 
of Gresham’s law in a nationwide 
labratory test of this economic 
principle.

Substitution for coins has taken 
many forms in many ways through- 
out the history of man. A branch of 
numismatics deals with ‘‘siege 
coins’’ — coins struck often times 
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of unusual metal or dies while the 
issuing authority is under siege.

Another branch is devoted to cut 
and counterstamped coins. These 
are frequently found in the. West 
Indies and other countries in the 
Western hemisphere 


Colonies cut off from the mother 
country frequently feel the shortage 
of coins. By stamping any available 
coin they can get their hands on, 
with a punch with some kind of seal 
on it, colonists have frequently 
created their own distinctive coins. 


Cut coins are a similar device.

Our own American colonists 
faced terrific shortages of coins two 
centuries ago. Not only English 
coins circulated, but also coins of 
Spain, France and other European 
countries — when available. 


Too much of the early American 
trade was done in barter, for the 
lack of an adequate circulating 
media. 


Almost every. depression causes 
some new kind of provisional 
money to be issued. In 1907 clearing 
house receipts circulated. In 1933 
depression scrip, and _ ultimately 
sales tax tokens. 


* +* * 


In 1942 the United States faced 
a critical problem of metal for 
coins. Experiments were conducted 
for a substitute for copper in cents, 
then a critical war metal. 


A plastic cent was even con- 
sidered and a pattern 1942 cent in 
plastic is known. The solution was, 
of course, to substitute the bronze 
cent with the zinc coated steel cent. 
These were struck in one year, 1943. 


Two years later nickel was re- 
moved from our five cent coins; 
replaced by _ silver-copper-man- 
ganese alloy which are being melt- 
ed today for the silver content. 


The moral of all this is pretty 
plain. In 2,000 years of coinage his- 
tory there really is no substitute for 
coins of proper content. 


With the exception of nickel in- 
troduced less than 100 years ago, 
successful coins have always been 
made in gold, silver, and copper. 
Any substitutes seem doomed to ill 
fate.

There can be no doubt that the 
United States currently has a ser- 
ious balance of payments problem 
which is causing substantial 
drains on our gold reserves. As 
we all know, gold serves as a re- 
serve for Federal Reserve notes 
and deposits of commercial banks 
held by the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. If we suffer from excessive 
balance of payments deficits and 
have to continue paying off such 
deficits with our gold supply, it 
means that we may find it neces- 
sary to once more reduce the gold 
cover requirements as we have in 
the past. 

It is precisely this proposal that 
the ABA says it will support but 
only if the Administration and the 
Congress will knuckle under and 
refuse to approve vital Federal 
Reserve legislation to assure co- 
ordination of monetary and fiscal 
policy. 

Of course the gold cover 
problem has no direct re- 
lation to reform of the Federal . 
Reserve System — except in the 
selfish scheming of the bankers’ - 
lobby. The gold cover problem is — 
simply one of technical legal re- 
quirements that can be resolved 
easily without any harmful effect — 
whatsoever on our monetary sys- — 
tem. The Administration is now - 
working on legislation to deal 
with the question, and I have no 
fear about maintaining stability 
of the dollar. 


JT am much more concerned — 


about our persistent balance of 


_ payments problem and the harm- 


ful and misguided “remedies” that 
the ABA and the Federal Reserve 


- Board are palming off on the Na- 


tion. 

Iam informed that the last 
quarter of 1964 will show that 
gold and dollars have been leaving 
the United States at an annual 
rate of $5 billion. If this is so, this 
deficit will be the largest dollar 
and gold loss we have suffered 
since the second quarter of 1963. 

It was the large payments de- 
ficit of 1963 that led to a drive by 
the big bankers who dominate the 
Federal Reserve System and the 
ABA to tighten credit and sub- 
stantially raise short-term inter-

How many times, Mr. Speaker, 2% 


are the American people going to 
be forced to swallow this monetary 


moonshine? In 1962, 91-day Treas- — 


ury bills carried a rate of 2.778%. 
and by the last quarter of 1963 
this rate had increased to 3.523%. 
Currently the rate on this class of 
public debt is better than 3.8% 
and yet the balance of payments 
problem continues more severe 
than in the past. How then, I ask, 
can raising short-term interest 
rates solve our balance of pay- 
ments problems? 

Let me put this matter in more 
understandable perspective. Be- 


tween 1946 and 1964 the interest 


rate on 91-day Treasury bills in- 
creased by 900 percent. From the 


end of 1963 to the present, the in- . 


terest rate on this class of gov- 
ernment security has _ increased 
more than 20 percent. And yet our 
balance of payments problem still 
persists — indeed the problem is 
more severe. 

What if we had the same de- 
gree of increase in prices of con- 


“sumer commodities over the same 


time period? We would have ex- 
perienced a period of inflation 
which would certainly rival that 
experienced by Germany after 
World War I, or communist China 
after World War II. 

Take the example of a pair of 
shoes. In 1946 a man could buy a 


respectable pair of shoes for five 


dollars. Currently this five dollar 
pair of shoes would cost about 
$9.90. But if the price of shoes had 


increased between 1946 and the. 
-present as has the increase in in- . 


terest costs on 91-day Treasury 
bills — this pair of shoes would 
now cost $89.10. Consider that 
during the war, the short-term 
rate was 1/8 of one percent for a 
time. If motor cars had increased 
as much as interest rates an auto- 
mobile which now costs about $2,- 
500 would cost $30,000. This is an 
example which the American peo- 


-ple can understand. 


The attempt to make such sub- 


jects as monetary policy, balance 


of payments and so forth, difficult 


to understand is the reason why 
the American people have not voic- 
.ed their feelings on these subjects. 


If they were properly communicat- 


.ed ‘with on these subjects, I am 


sure they would no more tolerate a 
nine hundred percent increase in 
the cost of financing 91-day bills 
over an 18 year period than they 


_ would tolerate a nine hundred per- 
‘cent increase in price of a pair of 


shoes over the same period of time. 
I have said it before and I say 
it again, raising interest rates at 


_this time when we still have high 


levels of unemployment and unus- 
ed industrial capacity is a tragic 
error. It will not solve our balance 


.of:payments problems but it will, 


as sure as I stand here, accentuate 


'. existing unemployment and pover- 
ty in the United States. If this is 


allowed to happen, then more cap-

ital will go elsewhere and our bal- 
ance of payments problem will be 
worsened. 

What are the reasons for our 
balance of payments problems? 
Certainly a major one is that pri- 
vate industry and the banking 
community — those handful of 
banks that are large enough to en- 
gage in foreign transactions — are 
making substantial private dollar 
loans and equity investments in 
foreign countries. Our problem 
also is accentuated by the fact that 
there very recently have been sev- 
eral substantial loans floated by 


either foreign governments or in- 
international lending agencies in . 


the United States. 

Contrary to the high interest 
fallacy this balance of payments 
problem can best be solved by 
maintaining low interest rates and 
an adequate money supply so that 
the productivity of our economy 
can be fully utilized and enable us 
to compete with world markets. 
Our immediate balance of pay- 
ments problem can also be solved 
by direct intervention into those 
specific activities which are caus- 
ing the problem. In this particular 
instance the President should ex- 
ert his authority and close the 
loop-hole in the interest equaliza- 
tion tax and make it app:y to for- 
eign loans made by United States 
banks. ia RS 

This is how outrageous the sit- 


‘ uation is. The ABA hierarchy — 
engaging in broad daylight black- 
_ jack and hold-up tactics—in effect _ 

_is saying this to us: Allow th 





handful of banks to continue to 


make foreign loans. We, the ABA, 
~ will go along with reducing the 


gold reserve requirements so that 
we can create more money to 
lend and on which we will make an 


interest return. In other words, 
the big banks are in large part 
responsible for creating the bal- 
ance of payments problem and the 
gold reserve problem, but here 
they are telling us that the blame 
rests some place else. Magnani- 
mous are we, say the ABA, so we 
will help you solve your problem, 
But the quid pro quo, they tell us, 
is for the Administration to make 
sure the Federal Reserve monetary 
reform bill is killed. This is truly 
a classic example of sending the 
goose to guard the shelled corn. 

The best estimates indicate that 
we have a chronic hard-core bal- 
ance of payments deficit of around 
$2.5 billion. Of this amount better 
than a_ billion dollars of it is 
brought about by the foreign 
loans of a handful of United States 
banks. 

I say again the solution to this 
problem is not to raise interest 
rates. The solution does not lie in 
this direction at all. Rather it lies 
in the direction of direct interven- 
tion as I have indicated above and 
creating the environment in which 
the fruits of increasing American 
production and productivity can 
be used to maintain our position 
in world trade and a_ climate at- 
tractive to capital investment. To 
demand, as the ABA is doing, that 
they will trade off with the Ad- 
ministration and the President a 
gold. bill for Federal Reserve in- 
dependence is both immoral and 
dishonest. 

This whole matter is personally

These charts are based 
on Space City Averages, an arbit- 
rarily chosen group of rolls which we 
feel are representative of the total 
for that series. 

To be included in the Space City 
Averages rolls are chosen on the 
basis of three factors: (1) their trad- 
ing is constant, (2) they are widely 
held, and (3) they are indicative of 
the series.

The Market Opinion 

For the past few weeks the mar- 
ket has shown light trading with 
dealers buying in small quantities. 
This has in most cases caused a 
slow and steady market increase 
indicating that most dealers are 
buying for store stock or customer 
resale. This type of buying cre- 
ates a firm market. 

There are a number of dealers 
which have their likes and dis- 
likes when it comes to cir- 
culated rolls. These dealers sup- 
port their beliefs strongly over 
the teletype and very few bargaitis 
are found there as a result. Low 
offers for circulated rolls are 
quickly purchased by the dealer 
of that choice especially dime, 
quarter, and half dollar rolls. As 
of late we have noticed a few 
dealers purchasing quantities of 
circulated Lincoln cents. Interest 
in the circ. roll market has been 
on the increase since before the 
first of the year. For the most
